LondMi. Ftb. 14.— Tht lint parlla- 

n ent of the reign of Kinf Edward VII 
was opened Thursday by the king in 
person. His in;ijt ^<ty was accompanied 
by Que«n Alexandra, the Duke of York 
•ad Cornwall and the Duke of Con- 
naught, and many others of the royal 
family. The last state ceremony of 
the kind occuircil in ISGl, when Queen 
Victoria oj>ened parliament, accom- 
•fettled by the prinse consort, and 
since the death of the IstUr nothing 
equal In pomp has been witnessed in 
London in connection with the oper- 
tttloas of parliament. Not since the 
M itt^M, and Princess Alexandra has 
the gorgeous state coach used for this 
wedding of Albert Edward as Prince 
occasion been seen In the streets of 
the capital. In this coach of state the 
lilnc and queen rode from Bucklng- 
bttih palace to Westminster. 

The route Of the royal party, which 
lay through the Mall, the Horseguarda 
Parade, Whitehall and Parliament 
tM«i WU guarded by 6,000 suldlei-s. 
Thousands of Londoners packed St. 
James Park, bordered the route of the 
pictfssion and filled windows, stand.s 
Mid roofs. The cortege was short but 
•pectsculsf. It speedily traversed the 
•hort route to an accompaniment of 
sbimts, and reached the royal entrance 
to WestmiiiBtt'r beneath the Victoria 
Tower at the appointed time.

•tick; captain of the gentlemen-at- 
arms; silver stick In watting; field 
officer in waiting; officers and gentlc- 
mea-at-anns; yeomen of the guard. 

The Duke and Duchess of Cornwall

The king and Che robed procession 
advanicd to the house of lords and 
as his majesty was enthroned the lord 
great chamberlain riciivnd the royal 
eommand to summon the members of 
ike house of commoas to 'hw the 
speech from the throne, which was 
read by the king and #as la part a:j 
lidloirs: 

The Klag*s »p«»ch. 

"My Lords and Gentlemen— I ad- 
drees you for the first time at a mo- 
ment of national sorrow, when the 
tllirte oouatry Is mouralag the irre- 
parable loss we have eo receattf su i- 
talned, and which' hM t*lltai wfth pe- 
culiar severity oa myself. My beloved 
mother during her long and glorious 
NlfB has set aa ezaiaple before the 
world of what a aonansh should i>e. 
It is my earnest destr^ to walk In her 
footsteps. Amid this public and prl- 
Tate irief it IS «rtla(w:tory to me to 
ba able^ aarare jpa mr rela- 
tions with the other powers continue 
friendly. The war in South Africa is 
not yet entirely terminated, but the 
eapitals of the enemy and his princi- 
pal lines oC eommualoaUQa are in my 
poFKtession, and measurw have been 
Ukeu which will, I truat. eibahle mjr 
troops to deal effectually with the 
forces by which they are still opposed. 
I greatly regret the loas of life an<l 
expenditure of treasure due to the 
fruitless guerilla warfare maintained 
by Boer partisans In the former ter- 
ritories of the two republics. Their 
early submission la much to be de- 
sired in their own Interdats, as until 
It takes places It will be Impossible 
for me to esUblish in those colonies 
the institut^na which will secure the 
equal rights of all the white lahabit- 



aate aad protection and justice for the 
natiTe population. The capture of Pe- 
king by the allied forces and the 
happy release of those who were be- 
sieged In the legations, results to 
which my Indian troops and my naval 
forces jUirgeljr contributed, have been 
fMl^Hrcl^ % th<k Mibmlssion of the 
Chinese government to the demands 
insisted on by the powers. Negotia- 
tions are proceeding regarding the 
manner in which compliance with 
these deaftinds is to be effected. * * * 
The prohJlltigaUpii of the hostilities in 
South AMea. has led me to make a 
further call on the patriotism aad de- 
votion of Canada and Australasia. I 
rajoloe that my request has met with 
a prompt and loyal respoaae, and 
large additional contlngeate from 
'hese colonies will embark f (ff the seat 
St war at an early date." 

The king referred briefly to the es- 
tablishment of the Australian com 
nonwealth; the suppression of tho 
Ashantl rebellion; the famine In fn- 
11a; attention of the house of com 
mons was called to the necessity for 
hioreased naval and military expendi- 
tures on account of the Boer war, ami 
to the necessity of renewed provision 
for the civil list, the hereditary reve- 
nues being placed at the disposal of 
that house; the attention of the house 
of lords was directed to the need of 
Increasing the elFirlency of the mill 
tary forces. and constitutional 
changes In the court of final appeal on 
account of the expansion of the em- 
pire. Legislation will be proposed to 
regilatc voluntary sale by landlords 
to t)ccupylng tenants In Ireland, for 
amending and consolidating the fac- 
tory and workshops acts, for the bet- 
ter hdmlnlstrattoh' of the laV respect- 
ing lunatics, for amending the public 
health acts In regard to the water 
supply, for the prevention of drunk- 
enness la licensed houses and public 
places and for amending 'the law or 
literary copyri?;ht. 

After the reading of the speech the 
procession reformed, the king pro- 
ceeded to the robing room, unrobed 
and left Westminster' In the state car- 
riage, the procession moving la th<' 
same order as It entered.

Washington, Feb. 14.— When the 
senate convened It was decided to 

take a recess from 6:30 to 8 p. m.. th-j 
reading of the District of Columbia 
code bill to be the oaljr order of the 
night session. 

An amendment proposed by Mr. 
Shoup (Ida.) to the sundry civil bill 
looking to the establishment of a sol- 
diers' home in Idaho induced Mr. Hale 
(Me.) to call attention to the fact that 
the committee on ai)propriatlons was 
being besii'g"d constantly for more 
and more soldiers' homes, although It 
is nearly 40 years since the close of 
the civil war. The general belief was 
that in 40 or 50 years the demand for 
these homes ought to be cn the de- 
crease and he thought it would be 
necessary to give some account to the 
country of the proposed increase. 

Mr. Pettlgrew declared that the 
United States was manufacturing nia 
tcrlal for soldiers' homes every day. 
General Mac Arthur's report for To- 
cember showed that there were 10,- 
000 more sick in the Phlllppire!* thnr. 
could be cared for properly. Mr. llnle 
acceded to this statement ana a l led 
that every man in the Philippines 
would be on pension list In five years.

Madrid, Feb. 14. — The streets are 
aausually full, and crowds have gatb 
tred in the vicinity of the palace to 
witness the arrivals. The city is ab 
vohiiely talm, but there are no decor 
ations and no flags or bunting dis- 
played, except on official buildings. 
The people are out in festival dress. 
A state of seige has been proclaimed. 
The civil authorities have resigned 
their powers to the military and cav 
airy regiments have replaced the civic 
guards and are patrolling the streets.

ter granti'd a permanent injunction 
.■igainst the .JeffriesRuhlln fight at 
Saengerfest hall Friday night. The 
i)romoters will postpone the event ua- 
til after they can carry the case to 
the ( Ircuif and aupreme courts. 

Long liefoie the hour for court to 
convene at 11 o'clock the crowda 
thronged the court house. Many de- 
puties were on duty in Judge HoUia- 
ter's court room to control the crowd 
and hold the spectators back so that 
coimsel and members of the press 
could hear the decision on the appli- 
cation for an injunction against the 
prize flght. It seemed to be the gen- 
eral opinion that the injunction would 
be granted and that the cannon 
crackers in waiting at the training 
quarters would not be shot off. 

Judge Hollister began reading his 
opinion at 11. HO and it required near- 
ly four hours for him to read it, as it 
consisted of 102 pages of type written 
copy. As the date for the proposed 
conU'St is to be indefliiltely postponed 
there is no longer any talk about the 
need of military or any collision be- 
tween municipal and state authori- 
ties. Brady, Cook and all those con- 
nected with the contest as well as the 
directors of the Saengerfest associa- 
tion remained in the court room dur- 
ing the afternoon to hear the reading 
of the full opinion. They did not take 
much interest apparently in the con- 
ference with the Saen,;. rfest direct- 
ors, as the outlook is not now consid- 
ered encouraging for their enterprises 
at any time in Ohio. 

The state won on all points at issue 
before .Judge llollister. He not only 
held that c ourts of equitity had juris- 
dktion against public nuisances but 
also that prise fights are public nuis- 
ances and that the proposed contest 
between .leffries and Ruhlin was to be 
a prize flgbt for the championship of 
the world and not a boxing match for 
points. The decision was severe in 
language as well as decisive in its 
holding. It held the i)r(jposed evi nf to 
be a public nuisance, a moral wrong, 
a crime before the law and such a 
menace to society as should be re 
strained, even In courts of equitity. 
In reviewing the testimony th • court 
complimented Manager lirady by say- 
ing that his evidence comtiiandcd the 
respect of the court, but he waa se- 
vere on Manager Madden as "an in- 
sinci^re and evasive witness," whose 
testimony regarding the difference be 
tween pri/e lights and boxing contests 
could not be given credence. 

Judge Peck, loading counsel for th«. 
defendants, gave notiie of an appeal 
and took exceptions to both points of 
law and fact and finding of the'court. 

When Mayor Fleischmann was in* 
formed about the injunction he said: 
"The sli, l iiT is an ofllcer of the court 
and if he ( alls on me for assistance. I 
will givi> hiui the entire police <iepait- 
ment. The court's decision practical- 
ly acta as a revoeatioa of the license 
for a boxing permit. I do aot *h<n k 
troops will bo here."
